The group listed in today's Star taken in order 


of columns on the tabulation record. There are about 
ten more columns listed under various categories 
such as furniture & fixtures; stocks, bonds, secur- 
ities, etc. They will be listed later. 


The group today happens to be primarily rural 


items. All but two of the columns show a drop in 
assessments. This first group includes autos, trucks, 
etc. which, naturally, show an increase as they have 
to be assessed in order to buy licenses. Take the 
cars and trucks out of the assessments listed today 
and there is a decline of $45,795 over 1960. 


Horses and Mules Decline 


In 1961 there were 968 horses and mules on the 


tax books at an assessed value of $6,760. Only a 
year ago 1,142 were assessed at a value of $9 785 
°n^ in 1959 1,416 were assessed at a value of 
$10,395. Thus a drop is registered every year in the 
past three. 


Decrease in Cattle 


Last year 15,775 cattle were assessed at a value 


of $318,790. The previous year the books showed 
17,171 head valued at $346,035 and in 1959 the 
books showed 17,130 head at $266,945. This re- 
veals a very big drop in 1961 from the 1960 assess- 
ment.

of the massacre, and found one 
white priest, Lawson brought him 
back to Lcopoldville the following 
day.
